Commerce Department 
Says Nation Shows 
6500 New Businesses 
WASHINGTON OP)— The n um ­ 
ber of businesses throughout the 
nation rose by 6,500 to a total of 
4,185,300 during 1953. the Com­ 
merce Department reported today. 
The contract construction indus­ 
try registered the biggest increase, 
with 14,000 more firms between 
Jan. 1 and Dec 31 last year, for a 
gain of about 3 per cent. M anu­ 
facturing dropped off by 5,000, or 
1 Vz per cent. 
The departm ent said the south­ 
east states showed the largest up­ 
swing. with 15 00 more business­

while 
the 
sharpest 
decline 
came in the central states, down 
13,000. 
The study of the U. S. business 
population said 
the num ber of 
businesses in the Southeast

creased more than 2 per cent last 
year. In both the Far West and 
the Southwest, the number of pri­ 
vate businesses wrent up about 1 
per cent. 
These gains in the South and 
the West were mostly offset by

Mendes-France told the Assem­ 
bly that the proposals of Soviet 
Foreign Minister Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov for a Big Four meeting 
now are intended to hinder and 
divide rather than to solve East- 
West differences. 
“ The French government.” he 
said, “ hereby affirms that its will 
to act for peace has not faltered 
and shall not falter. We hereby 
nobly proclaim that the door to ne­ 
gotiation is not closed. Quite the 
contrary.” 
Mendes-France called for a set­ 
tlement of the Austrian problem as 
a preliminary to a general Euro­ 
pean settlement.

He surrendered the top post of 
the Foreign M inistry to V. M. 
Molotov in March, 1953, in the So­

which followed the death of Stal­ 
in, and he was appointed first dep­ 
uty foreign minister. Last Decem­ 
ber—on his 70th birthday, Vishin­ 
sky’s services to the Soviet 6tate

when he was 
aw’arded the Order of Lenin, his 
nation’s highest award. 
Vishinsky, better known to the 
world outside the Iron Curtain 
than almost any other Soviet fig­ 
ure, 
began 
to 
suffer declining 
health in 1949. His health fre­ 
quently caused his absence from 
important councils. In 1950 he had 
to go to a Czechoslovak Spa to re­ 
cuperate, but alw'ays he was back 
on the job when the U. N. was in 
session. He arrived in New York 
only last September at the head 
of his delegation to the U. N. As­ 
sembly.

Tf there 
is no gain, or a decline in the kill 
this year, it will be due to lack 
of hunting pressure rath er than a 
lack of deer. The deer herd was 
never b etter.” 
Brohn said that 45.000 gunners 
took to the field in last y ear’s three- 
day hunting season. He expects 
more hunters than ever this year, 
with nine new counties opened to 
hunting for the first tim e. 
"W e think that the "big” deer 
counties will probably shift aw ay 
from the traditional ones,” he said. 
“ Camden county gave lots of com ­ 
petition to Taney and Ste. G ene­ 
vieve last year, and m ay displace 
them as the leading deer county, 
m any of the more w estern counties 
have been building fine herds.” 
Brohn pointed out that for trophy 
hunters, north M issouri counties 
are the best bet.

husetis State House at Boston 
From Governor Bradford’s hir- 
,ory of the Pilgrims, we learn 
that they started out with a beau­ 
tiful, idealistic dream. It was a 
communal or communistic scheme 
in 
which 
they 
agreed 
that 
all 
crops raised by the Pilgrims be­ 
longed to the colony as a whole 
and not to the individual members 
who worked in the fields.

WHY THE PILGRIM S 
GAVE THANKS 
This is a slo y for your T hanks­ 
giving dinner. 
Undoubtedly every m em ber of 
you : family knows that it was the 
Pilgrim s (not the P uritans) who 
firsi conceived of a solem n day 
for giving thanks. But how m any 
know that tile brave Pilgrim s w ere 
the first to practice com munism 
rn America? 
We arc not suggesting a Senate 
investigation of the Pilgrim F ath ­ 
ers; our only thought is th at this 
story might give the whole fam ­ 
ily som ething to talk about while 
F ath er struggles w ith his carving 
problems. 
The evidence is to be found in 
.he “History of Plym outh P lanta­ 
i n ," w ritten by W illiam B rad­ 
ford, who was G overnor of the 
.M grim colony for most cf its first 
w enty-fivc years. 
The original 
nanuscript, lost for m any years, is. 
now well guarded in the Ma< a- 
chusetts State House at Boston. 
From G overnor B radford’s his- 
,ory of the Pilgrim s, we learn 
th at they started out with a b eau ­ 
tiful, idealistic dream . It was a 
com m unal or com m unistic schem e 
in 
which they 
agreed that 
all 
crops raised by the Pilgrim s be­ 
longed to the colony as a whole 
and not to the individual m em bers 
w ho worked in the fields. 
From the 
tim e 
the 
Pilgrim s 
landed at Plym outh Rock in 1920 
until 
the spring of 
1G23, 
they 
struggled to m ake this idealistic 
schem e w ork, but B radford re­ 
ports it did not produce enough 
w orkers in the fields to raise the 
crops necessary to feed the colony. 
A fter three hard years of near 
starvation, they decided to give up 
com m unism for individualism .
